It a legislature cannot enact morality. the 
people can enact a moral legislature.

We must clean up at home before carry- 
ing our missionary activities successfully 
into foreign countries,’’ continued the speak- 
er.

President Taft, in view of the developments 


in the bribery scandal, will scrutinize with 


the utmost care any recommendations Lori- 
mer may submit. 

Senator Cullom will not be disposed to 
join with Lorimer in recommending men 
who had any connection wha ever with the 
election at Springfield. 

The terms of a number of federal officers 
will-expire next month. It may be expected 
that these officials will be allowed to con- 
tinue on Uncle Sam's pay roll eithef until the 
bribery scandal is\ disposed of or until the 
president and Senator Culiom can agree on 
the appointments to be made. : 

The withholding of patronage from Lori- 
mer is one of the most serious blows that 
could be dealt him at this time. It has been 
brought out in the bribery scandal that cer- 
tain unselfish workers for Lorimer's election 
were to be rewarded by federal appoint- 
ments either for themselves or their friends. 
The present attitude of the Washington 
authorities indicates that such promises can- 
not be made good by Lorimer, certainly at 


| this juncture. 


Henchmen Must Go Hungry. 

The value of patronage to a politician al- 
ways has been recognized in connection with 
his continuance in office, but it is of para- 
mount importance to a politician who is under 
investigation. Cut a nian of this stamp off 
from the appointment crib and his hench- 
men will not be as inclined to stand by him 
as they otherwise would be, 

No official information in regard to develop- 
ments in the investigation into the election 
of Lorimer has come to Washington, but the 
president and the senate are reading with 
intense interest the reports published in Tun 
TRIBUNE and other papers, and are decidedly 
apprehensive as to the effect upon the coun- 
try. Not that the president has any sym- 
pathy whatever with such a disgraceful con- 
dition of affairs as has been brought to light. 
He, of course, will not discuss in any way 
the misconduct and criminality of members 
of the Illinois legislature and the benefit de- 
rived by Lorimer therefrom. But Mr. Taft 
has stood always for decency in government 
and he does not approve of anything calcu- 
lated to impair the confidence of the people 
in the system of government which has made 
the American nation what it is. 


Conference May Decide Action. 

Therefore no one need expect that he will 
give any support, however indirect in char- 
acter, to any man who has profited from cor- 
ruption. It would surprisé no one should 
he and Senator Cullom have a conference 
within a few days at which they will consider 
the policy to be observed in connection with 
the Illinois situation, particularly in the 
matter of appointments.

The old guard is against such a change in 
the elective system by an act of the nation:

In this connection, reference again was 
made today to a speech recently delivered by 
Senator Bourne of Oregon, in which he dis- 
cussed the popular versus the delegated gov- 
ernment, and the effect thereof on the offic- 
lals elected. Senator Bourne is enthusiastic 
for the Oregon system, which includes the 
direct primary, the initiative and referen- 
dum, the recall, and the corrupt practices 
act. 

He laid down the principle in his speech that 
direct selection of public servants was the 
remedy for loss of contidence by the people 
in their public officials. If Senator Bourne 
could have his way, the Oregon system would 
be transplanted to Illinois, and to every other 
state in the union. 

It is a truism that from evel springs good. 
‘rhe bribery scandal undoubtedly will have 
a tremendous bearing in connection with the 
campaign for purity in politics. From 
a broad, national point of view, the expul- 
sion or continuance of Lorimer in the senate 
is a mere incident. How long he will remain 
as a representative in Jllinois in the upper 
house naturally will depend upon what oc- 
curs in the judicial proceedings now under 
way. 


Resignation Would Be Welcome. 

A rumor was current yesterday and re- 
peated with insistence today, that Larimer 
had resigned or intended to d6 so before the 
end of the week. Undoubtedly such a course 
would be welcome relief even to the men in 
the senate who have stood by him and with 
whom he has worked. Of course. his resig- 
nation would stop the senate from making 
any investigation into his right to continue 
as a member, but it would have no relation 
to the proceedings in progress in Illinois.

If this proves true it will add 
to the unhapppiness of the government, and 
will complicate the struggle over the lords’ 
veto resolution. 

When Edward took the oath at the time of 
his coronation that tactful monarch laid no 
stress on the offensive phrases. On the 
contrary, he slurred them so that no one 
within sound of his voice could understand 
what he was saying. 

There was an acrimonious discusssion of 
this phase of the oath for months before 
Edward was crowned, and it promises to be 
renewed with increased bitterness before 
King George’s coronation. 


KING GEORGE SHOWS TACT 
IN ACTION AS TO MOURNING. 
Expresses Wish That Public Recreations

AUTHORS LAND IN PRISON. 


Cartago Ruins Yield 1,000 Bodies of 
Temblor Victims. 


PANAMA, May 9.—As the result of an N- 
conceived joke there was little sleep in 
Panama last night. Another resuk was the 
imprisonment of the jokers today. 

The public has been made nervous by re- 
ports of the earthquake devastations in the 
adjoining republie of Costa Rica, and when 
the word was passed along last evening that 
seismologists had predicted that Panama 
would be shaken by an earthquake during 
the night and the city of Colon disappear 
beneath a tidal wave, panic prevailed. 

The alarm spread from this city to Ancon 
and Colon. Many persons fied into the 
country and those who stayed in the towne 
camped in the streets and parks. Many 
spent the hours in prayer. The firemen and 
police remained at their posts ready for any 
emergency. 

When morning broke, the people realised 
they had been hoaxed and the police got 
after the jokers. 


Find 1,000 Quake Victims. 

SAN JOSE, Costa Rica, May 9.—More than 
1,000 dead have been taken from the ruins 
of Cartago. No one is allowed within the 
precincts of the devastated city except the 
Red Cross workers and gangs of soldiers and 
volunteers employed in clearing away the 
débris, removing the bodies, and dynamiting 
the dangerous buildings. 

The village of Cot is reported destroyed, 
and the village of Entro Rios partly de. 
stroyed.

STOCKHOLM, May 9.—Mr. Roosevelt left 
for Berlin on a special train at 11 o'clock 
this morning. He was feeling well and in 4 
joking mood, and considered himself alto- 
gether equal to the visit in Germany. 

During the night the former president had 4 
a fever and today his voice was husky, giv-/ 
ing evidence of a slight attack of bronchitis, 

A beavy downpour of rain drove from the 
streets the crdwds that had gathered to 
witness the departure of the Roosevelts, but 
the railway statioh was occupied to its ca- 
pacity. Among the number who were on 
hand to say good-by were Crown Prince Gus- 
taf Adolf, Premier Konow, and others of the 
Swedish cabinet, American Minister Graves, 
and American G@pnsul General Winsiow. 

As the train drew out of the station a cheer 
was given. Immediately after the stars 
stripes which had floated from many bulld- 
ings during Mr. Roosevelt’s stay were hauled 
down and the Swedish national colors were 
placed at half mast for King Edward.

- partment of supplies sent to the council last 

evening was a severe criticism of William A. 
Coleman, city purchasing agent. 

Mx. Coleman. however, refused to confirm 
the persistent reports that his resignation 
would be in the hands of the mayor within a 

* few days. 

~  ** Responsibility for the conditions in this 

department rests upon William A. Coleman, 
purchasing agent.“ runs one section of the 

report, although many of them existed 

Prior to his appointment and were n 
by him. 

“ The investigation of this office has shown 
that its management is loose and unsys- 
tematic and that these conditions have re- 

- gulted in substantial loss to the city. Espe- 
cially in view of the proposed enlargement of 
the powers and responsibility of the office it 
is important that this department be thor- 
oughly reorganized and its affairs be placed 
upon a more businesslike basis.“ 


Points to Salient Faults. 

Among the statements of the report were 
the following: 

The city ordinance limiting the amount 
of a single purchase of this office to $500 
was habitually violated in letter or in 
spirit. 

The purchases of coal are found to have 
been a subject of serious abuse.\ 

The sale of junk as conducted for many 
years shows a lack of system which might 
easily lead to irregularities and actually 
has led to loss. 

The most extended statement of a single 
get of conditions refiecting upon Coleman's 

management of the office is the recital of the 
history of its relationship with the Chicago 
Fire Appliance company as follows: 

That the department has not been suffi- 
ciently aggressive in attempting to secure } 
the most favorable prices for the city is con- 
clusively shown by its relations with the Chi- 
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cago Fire Appliance company. This com- 


pany. 
ical connections, has since 1900 been trans- 
acting a varying amount of business with the 
city. Since 1907 the volume of the business 
transacted with the city has been largely in- 
creased and includes coal, ofl, brooms, pack- 
ing. hose. tubing, valves, tires, etc. a 


Manufacturers Deliver the Goods. 

These materiale were bought from the 
manufacturers by the Chicago Fire Appli- 
ance company and delifered by the manu- 
facturers to the city. ren in cases where 
the same price was quoted to the city by the 
dealer and the Chicago Fire Appliance com- 
pany the proposal of the latter company was 
accepted and the order given to it. 

An illustration of this is the purchase of 
street brooms, which were bought from 
Heisler Bros., manufacturers, on Dec. 
1907, at $117.80 a gross. On Dec. 11, 1907, an 
order was given to the Chicago Fire Appli- 
ance company for three gross at the same 
figure, notwithstanding the fact that an 
identical price was made by the manufac- 
turers. 

Another case of the same sort was the 
purchase of packing from the Chicago Fire 
Appliance company instead of from the | 
manufacturer, who bid at the same figures. 
In cases of this sort the Chicago Fire Appli- 
ance company simply forwards its city order 
to the manufacturer for delivery to the city, 
and on receipt of the manufacturer’s bill 
sends in a higher bill to the city. 


Profit 10 to 50 Per Cent. 


An example of this was a bill of $337.89 
for packing sold to the city for $438.13. An- 
other of $98.80 was billed at $153; another of | 
$163 was billed at $211.90. The range ot profit 
on such transactions runs from 10 to 50 per 
cent, and on the whole reaches a considerable 
gum. We are of the opinion that part of the 
profits accruing to the company from these 
transactions might have been saved to the 
city if greater efforts had been made to deal 
directly with the manufacturers.“ 

The subject of coal purchases was dis- 
cussed as follows: 

The purchases of coal made through the 
department of supplies are also found to have 
been a subject of serious abuge. 

In some important instances deliveries of 
an inferior coal were discovered by our in- 
vestigators. A notable case of this was 
encountered at the H. N. May electric light 
plant. In this instance 100 tons of Yough- 
iogheny nut and screenings (high grade 
8 screenings), were ordered from 

Chicago Fire Appliance 3 and 
oe for at 83.50 a ton. 

“A chemical analysis of a . ot this 
coal made for the commission disclosed the 
fact that the material delivered was appar- 
ently a low grade of Illinois or Indiana 
screenings. An examination of the railroad 
way bills showed that the coal actually came 
from Coalmont, Ind., and was worth in the 
Chicago market about $1.25 per ton. 

“Tne commission’s investigators calculate 
the city’s loss on 146 cars through these sub- 
stitutions and irregularities. in the period | 
from May 10 to Dec. 2 last, inclusive, at 
$2,159.70, or about one-fifth of the outlay in- 
volved.“ 


Recommendations in the Report. 

The commission’s recommendations out- 
side one principal amendment to the munici- 
pal code authorizing the purchasing agent to 
do all buying for the city, with the exception 
of coal, and seven minor amendments to the 
code drawn by W. K. Otis, assistant corpora- 
tion counsel, were as follows: 

The commission recommends that the de- 
partment of supplies be authorized and re- 
quired by ordinance to make all purchases / 
of materials and supplies, except coal, where 7 

the amount exceeds $500, by means of a con? 
tract regularly advertised and awarded. 
This provision should not cover construction 
or repair work where the amount involved 
is more than $500, but it should include pieces 
of that class of work where the cost is less 
than $500. 

“ The commission recommends that where- 
ever possible department supplies be reduced 
to a uniform etandard, as has been done in 
the case of stationery. The formulation of 

unlform specifications for a considerable 

class of such articles would lead to substan- 
‘tial economy as the result of pyrchases on a 
large scale, and should tend to prevent favor- 
itism im the placing of orders. 


Asks Fuller Bureau Report.

Partment issue a more complete report of 
its transactions, stating the important facts 
im regard to the total quantities of the differ- 
ent classes of commodities purchased, prices 
paid. and firms from whom purchased. At

E. R. Le Gere Discharged from Post of 
Superintendent of Dumps. 


Discharge of WiNfam E. Quinn, superin- 
tendent of the bureau of sewers, was agreed 
upon yesterday at a meeting of the civil 
service commission.

CHICAGO BUTTER MEN HAPPY 


Overwhelm Elgin Dealers and 
Foree Down Price. 


REVENGE FOR LAST DEFEAT. 


Federal Agents Suggest Changes in 
Board’s Laws. 


Chicago butter dealers who went to Elgin 
yesterday to attend the weekly meeting of 
the butter board returned with smiling faces, 
said that they had attended a love feast,"* 
and had succeeded in forcing a reduction 
of 2 cents in the price of butter. 

Elgin creamery men, too, gave out some 
information. Theirs was that officials of the 
butter board had received a few suggestions 
from federal authorities and that they were 
thinking of amending their by-laws to con- 
form with the government's ideas of how 
butter prices should be regulated. 

It was also said that a government agent 
had investigated the charge that an out- 
sider, not connected with the butter busi- 
ness in any way, had cast the vote which 
made the price 29 cents a week ago. This 
charge was made by B. S. Pearsall, who 
stated that C. Frank Terhune, secretary of 
the Commercial club, had been brought in 
to vote with the creamery men. 


Suggestion from the Government. 


A director of the Elgin board let it out 
that the federal government had suggested 
that the board officers change their bylaws 
so the price at which actual sales of but- 
ter were made on the exchange floor would 
be the quotation for the week. This would 
eliminate the need of a price committee, 
which, under the present rules, fixes the 
price. 

This director aleo said that the agent em- 
ployed by the government to investigate the 
charge made by Mr. Pearsall had disclosed 
the workings of the butter board to the sat- 
isfaction of the federal authorities, with the 
result that no more fear of prosecution under 
the Sherman anti-trust law was entertained. 

Overwhelm the Elgin Men. 

Thirty-five butter dealers, a record delega- 
tion, went to Elgin to attend the meeting. 
Many of these members aleo took along ap- 
plications for membership filled by other Chi- 
cago men who were anxious to join the board 
in order to have a voice in naming prices.

Bureau of Public Utilities. 

Preliminary announcement had been made 
of Ald. Milton J. Foreman’s intention to ask 
the creation of a bureau of public utilities 
to keep record, check, and control on the 
several public service corporations, But the 
scope of his plan was so extensive that it 
proved something of a surprise to the coun- 
ell. 

His ordinance, which was referred to the 
judiciary committee, contemplates the ap- 
pointment of a commissioner of public utill- 
ties who will have as his working organiza- 
tion superintendents of the bureaus of local 
transportation, electric light and power, gas, 
telephone, industrial, railroads, and any 
other bureau which the council might create. 

The first duty prescribed for the bureau 
is that of investigating and remedying all 
complaints in public service matters, and an 
fassociated duty of investigating without 
complaints and informing the mayor and 
the council of the amount, quality, and 
sufficiency of the service furnished to the 
„ city.”’ 


Wants Higher Telephone Rates. 

An intimation that the Chicago Telephone 
company, as soon as the question of rate re- 
vision is brought. up before the committee 
on gas, oll, and electric light, will contend 
that present rates are too low was seen in the 
report to the controller of Arthur Young & 
Co., accountants, and D. C. and W. B. Jack- 
son, engineers. 

This report, after quoting several pages 
of figures showing the income and expenses 
of the corporation, said: 

These ‘figures show that, although the 
company has millions of dollars invested in 
property in the city of Chicago, which is 
gradually depreciating but has not yet 
reached the condition where it must be re- 
placed, it is able to pay returns on the in- 
vestment of only 7.74 per cent, and set aside 
a reasonable sum toward a renewal of this 
apparatus when it becomes worn out or obso- 
lete, and for meeting the reconstruction ex- 
pense which will be imposed when the street 
railway subways are built. 

It is also to be observed that the classes 
of service paid for at a fixed rate per year. 
without count of messages, are uniformly 
unremunerative and in most instances do not 
pay for the current annual expenses and 
depreciation without any provision for return 
on the investment.“ 


Wheel Tax and Expenditures,

“I never have seen the necessity of this 
additional test,” said Ald. Merriam. “ When 
the matter was brought up before, it came 
unexpectedly.

made to end the discrimination against Mex- 
icans in the matter of franchise. 

When the president said he hoped that the 
passage of the statehood bill would be 
marked up in heaven to the credit of the 
Republican party a voice from among the 
audience said: It's needed.“ 

es, remarked the president, we aré 
struggling to make headway there.” 

The president insisted that the senate must 
pass the conservation bill, which has been 


favorably acted upon by the house. Thie 


bill ratifies all the withdrawals of public land 
heretofore made, amounting to upwards of 
60,000,000 of acres, and it specifically em- 
powers the president to make other with- 
Grawals when he desires to ask congress 
to. pass laws varying the existing laws for 
the disposition in class of public lands. The 
absolute necessity of this act,“ said Mr. Taft, 
*‘arises from the grave doubt whether the 
reservations, if subjected to the test of legal- 
ity in the.courts, could stand it.“ 

Other conservation bills which the presi- 
dent urged for speedy passage are with ref- 
erence to oil lands, water power sites, and 
coal lands. The one with reference to coal 
land provides that the surface of coal lands 
shalt be subject to settlement as agricultural 
lands under the homestead and preémption 
laws, but that the coal beneath the surface 
all belong to the government and be sub- 
ject to mining by those to whom the govern- 
ment may lease it. 


‘Seeks Water Power Control. 

*“ And then there is a bill providing for the 
granting of water power sites to the states, 
with a view to their disposition to private 
owners by the states,“ continued Mr. Taft. 
“This bill is a most important one. The 
Water in the streams is under the control 
and ownership of the state. The water power 
sites belong to the United States.

ADDITION AND SUBTRACTION. 

The administration railroad bill was in 
troduced in both senate and house. It has 
suffered in each, but the senate has treat- 
ea it with greater respect than the house. 
It has confined itself to cutting out pro- 
visions. The house has cut out some and 
has inserted others, which probably are 
not to the taste of the attorney general 
or the president. 

The house committee on interstate com- 
merce, besides making many minor changes 
in the administration bill, added a new 
feature. It is that railroads shall not 
charge more for a shorter than for a 
longer distance over the same line, the 
Shorter being included within the longer. 
There is a proviso that the interstate com- 
merce commission may in special cases 
after an investigation permit a road to 
charge less for the longer than the shorter 
distance. This would permit allowance 
to be made for water competition. Such 
a change in the law would be intensely 
gratifying to many cities in the interior, 
both western and southern, because they 
believe that with it they would become 
great distributing and jobbing centers. 
They believe that their interests are now 
being sacrificed to those of such cities as 
fan Francisco, Seattle, Chicago, and New 
Orleans. 

The railroads would not relish this pro- 
‘Yision, which many would call revolu- 
tionary. How it would work if tested is 
uncertain. But the roads probably would 
not objcct to the amendment for a physical 
valuation which the house has adopted. 
For years Senator La Follette has dwelt 


on the importance of such a valuation, but 


Mr. Roosevelt did not lend his support. 
He half intimated that wita some roads 
‘a physical valuation would ehow a value 
that would warrant a demand for higher 
rates to get “‘a fair return on the prop-

EXTRAVAGANCE IN FUNERALS. 

There is no doubt that many people of 
small means, and especially those of Eu- 
ropean race, expend too much upon fu- 
nerals. This js in fact one of the chief 
“extravagances,” if not the chief, in- 
dulged in by the very poor. The subject 
is therefore worthy of searching investi- 
gation in the hope that the curable evils 
involved may be corrected. 

So far as these expensive funerals are 
the expression of an excessive and per- 
verted sentiment they can only be discour- 
aged by educating opinion and taste, and 
this, it is to be feared, will be a slow and 
difficult process. One of the settlement 
workers tells of the case of a Bohemian 
woman who, having been left $1,000 in 
insurance as her family’s. sole means of 
support, spent nearly half the sum on @ 
funeral which included a brass band. She 
declared that her husband never had any- 
thing nice when alive, and he should have 
the best she could give, if she and the 
children were left destitute to pay for it. 

Besides this more creditable impulse 
personal pride and desire for social dis- 
play are important elements, and investt- 
gation may show that the evil is chiefly 
founded on that law of conspicuous waste 
which Prof. Veblens discovered at work 
among the leisure class as elsewhere in 
human society. We do not favor sumpt- 
uary laws in America, so legislation can 
hardly be sweeping. Education, on the 
other hand, to judge by similar weak- 
nesses of extravagance and display among 
the educated, is not likely to accémplish 
much. 

Nevertheless there is perhaps a small 
field for legitimate legislation respecting 
funerals. There is an element of duress 
in contracts touching funerals and inter- 
ment which might be recognized guarded- 
ly both in legislation and the administra- 
tion of estates. The subject is especially 
dificult in America, but that should not 
discourage investigation and practical at- 
tempts at correction. 


MRS. HELEN M. BAREER. 

The death of Mrs. Helen M. Barker has 
taken from the temperance ranks a wom- 
an of exceptional ability; kindly, resolute, 
capable; a shrewd judge of humanity, a 
witty commentator on human ways, an 
optimistic believer in human good, an effi- 
cient administrator of human affairs.

Crown Prince Alexander of Gervia, 22 years 
of age, has been staying in Paris, his first 
visit there since his father’s accession to the 
throne, seven years ago, when he was a boy 
of barely lo, who had been up till that time 
at school at St. Petersburg under the care 
of his mother’s sisters, Grand Duchesses 
Stana and Militaa of Russia. He has been 
received with full military honors by the 
president of the French republic at the Elysée 
palace, where a dinner was given in his Honor, 
and has now left for Rome, where he is to 
visit his aunt, Queen Helen, Staying at the 
quirinal, where his only sister, Princess 
Helen of Servia, has been making her home 
for several months past. 

The pretext for the Servian crown prices 
trip to Paris was to visit his father's only 
brother, Prince Arsene, who is seriously ill 
there and whose death would be a great re- 
lief to his relatives. For, although it was at 
one time proposed to confer-upon him an im- 
portant command in the Servian army yet his 
mode of life has been such as to shock even 
the Servians and to render it necessary for 
the sadly battered prestige of the Karageor- 
gevitch dynasty that he should reside 
abroad. He was formerly a colonel in the 
Russian army, and is still, I believe, carried 
on the retired list thereof, although after his 
being divorced by Aurora Damidoff he was 
given to ungerstand that at St. Petersburg 
his room was preferred to his company. 

— 

His ex-wife subseque nd died and the 
only son of the union has been brought up at 
Belgrade by King Peter. Prince Arsene is 
one of the least savory habitués of the all 
night cafés and restaurants of doubtful re- 
pute in Paris and would have contracted a 
marriage with one of the most notorious demi- 
mondanes there just a month before his 
brother became king had she not declined to 
ally herself to a man of such impossibie 
habits and reputation; in fact. even this 
third rate queen of the half world considered 
at the time that she would be losing caste and 
injuring her position by becoming Princess 
Arsene Karageorgevitch. 

King Peter, by the bye, is to go to Cettinje 
in August in order to attend the golden jubilee 
of the prince of Montenegro’s reign and his 
golden wedding. Peter is a son-in-law of the 
Prince and Princess of Montenegro, having 
married thelr eldest daughter. Princess 
Zorka, who died just twenty years ago. Since 
then he has quarreled bitterly with his father- 
in-law, who had designs of his own upon the 
throne of Servia, and who, moreover, has re- 
sented the aspirations of Peter to become the 
leader and principal figure of the federation 
of Balkan states. Indeed, two years ago, 
Prince Nicholas was publicly accusing King 
Peter and his eldest son with not only toler- 
ating but even fostering plots on his life, and 
during the state-trial which followed at Cet- 
tinje evidence, perhaps perjured, was pro- 
duced to show that the alleged consptrators 
had received money and the means of fabri- 
cation of bombs from people at Belgrade be. 
longing to the immediate entourage of Peter 
and of ex-Crown Prince George. 1 

All these quarrels between the courts of 
Cettinje and of Belgrade have been settled 
by the czar, who has gone to a considerable 
amount of trouble in transforming Servia, 
Bulgaria, and Montenegro from foes into 
friends, and into a federation deriving its in- 
spiration, not to say its direction, from st. 
Petersburg. That, indeed, is the outcome of 
the recent visits of the Prince of Montenegro, 
of the King of Bulgaria, and of the King of 
Servia, to the czar. 


LAST OF THE VESPUCCIS. 


There has just died at Florence the Countess 
Tahon. She was the last of the Vespucci fam- 
ily. Amerigo Vespucci, it is well known, gave 
his Christian name to the continent of Amer- 
ica, and she traced her descent from the cele- 
brated navigator. Half a century ago the 
countes® was a personage of note. She played 
her part in the Garibaldian movement, end 
she was an intimate friend of Mazzini. She 
was an object of suspicion to the Grand Duke 
Ferdinand when she took up her residence in 
‘Tuscany, and wes under police surveillance. 
Her husband was a colonel in the French 
army and saw service in the Crimea, where 
he was severely wounded. He died some 
Wars after the Lombardy campaign. For 
many years she had lived in modest retire-

Progressive Union of New Orleans 
to Take Up Track Legislation. 


PETITION IS SIGNED BY 200. 


Commission, Not Locke Law Is Desired 
in Crescent City. 


New Orleans, La., May 9.—[Special.}~On 
the Progressive union has called a mass- 
meeting for next Tuesday to take up race 
track legislation. The signers of the petition 
want a racing commission instead of the 
Locke law, which prohibits betting in every 
form. This request already has been put to 


the Progressive union and has been turned | 


down. If the racing people can't. get a racing 
commission they will ask for some other 
things in the law that will permit the tracks 
to be run by companies formed strictly of 
local men. 

Peter Fabacher, a restaurant and hotel 
man, the leader of the movement, says: 
“We have not decided yet just what 
form of racing we will ask for—whether 
it will be for a racing commission or not. 
I suppose the exact form will be left to the legisia- 
ture. We will not attempt to dictate in the matter. 
Some of the local leaders are in favor of forming a 
company of eight or ten strong, substantia) busi- 
nese men who will either buy or lease the two race- 
tracks here and operate them on a high class busi- 
ness plane. 

„Most rigid rules would be put into effect and 
undesirable persons would be summarily ejected 
from the track. We would make it an ironclad 
clause that no person directly or Indirectly connect- 
ed with the racing of horses should have anything 
to do with the management of the tracks. Leaders 
of the movement to restore horse racing here will 
have nothing to do with horse racing or the manage- 
ment of the tracks We simply believe that the 
tusiness interests of the city would be benefited by 
the restoration of racing here. We are against 
the resumption of racing as it wae here before. We 
would want certain reforme or we would not want 
racing At all. We are going into thie campaign 
to win.“

The Corn Exchange Nationa! bank formal- 
ly qualified to clear the checks of the La 
Salle Street National at a meeting of the 
clearing house committee at noon. The reg- 
ular form was made out and submitted to the 
committee. The latter then authorized the 
Corn Exchange to accept and pay checks 
drawn on the Lorimer bank, presented by 
other banks at the clearing house. > 


Capital Half Paid In. 

It develops that only one-half the capital 
of the La Salle Street National has been paid 
in. The total capital is $1,000,000, which the 
subscribers agreed to pay for at par, and also 
pay in an additional $25 a share as a surplus 
fund, making the total amount to be paid 
in $1,250,000. 

According to United States statues govern- 
ing the organization of banks, the organizers 
may begin business when only 60 per cent 
of the capital has been paid. The remainder 
must be paid at least 10 per cent each month. 
The La Salle opened with the subscribers 
having paid in $625,000. They owe $625,000 
more. 

The only bank recently organized that did 
not begin with the capital fully paid up was 
the late Federal National organized by I. 
N. Perry. This institution, however, was 
not much more than paid in when it closed 


Copper Stocks Grow. 

An increase of 18,150,285 Ibs in copper 
stocks on hand May 1, as compared with 
April 1, is shown by the monthly report of 
the Copper Producers’ association. The re- 
port shows copper stocks on hand May 1 
were 141,984,159 lbs, as compared with 123,- 
824,874 Ibe April 1. Production during April 
was 117,477,639 pounds, a decrease of 2,589,- 
828 lbs as compared with March. 

Deliveries during April were 99,318,854 Ibs, 
a decrease of 4,112,231 lbs as compared with 
March. Of the total deliveries 67,985,961 Ibs 
were for domestic consumption and 81,832,- 
403 pounds were for export. 


Mr, Atkinson Will Be Re-elected. 

It ig probable that Charles T. Atkinson 
will be re@lected secretary and chairman of 
the Chicago stock exchange at the expiration 
of his term next month. Mr. Atkinson was 
chosen to fill the vacancy created by the 
death of W. B. Wrenn. The governing com- 
mittee of the exchange considered candidates 
for several months before making final 
choice and then Mr. Atkinson understood his 
election was in the nature of a probationary 
one. Since assuming the office he has inter- 
ested himeelf in every phase of the work of 
the exchange, has been active at the meetings 
of the various special committees, and as a 
result the members of the governing commit- 
tee feel that Mr. Atkinson has well earned 
reslection as chairman of the exchange. 


Dividend for Booth Preferred. 

Earnings of the Booth Fisheries company 
for the last fisca) year, promise to be unus- 
ually attractive, and a dividend of 8 per cent 
on the preferred stock, the amount of dis- 
tribution allowed under the terms of the or- 
ganization of the company, will be declared 
shortly and paid. 

The company has in bank something over 
$600,000 in cash. It is no longer a borrower, 
and for each fiscal month in the year, is said 
to have charged off from 10 to 20 per cent 
of earnings. Ags the successor of the defunct 
A. Booth & Co., whose business conduct 
was highly unsatisfactory, the new concern 
presents a noteworthy contrast, 

Earnings to be finally shown in the report 
at the annual meeting on May 81, have not 
been determined. It is probable that the 
present issue of 65 per cent debentures 
amounting to $1,500,000 will be refunded into 
a straight twenty year 6 per cent first mort- 
gage loan of like amount, This will be fol- 
lowed by dissolution of the voting trust, and 
the restrictions now placed upon the pay~ 
ment of dividends of the preferred stock. 


Local Bank on Farm Loans. 
The Merchants’ Loan and Trust company 
has for some years done a large business in 
farm mortgages on land in Illinois, Iowa, and 


bank says: 

„Local banks, including our own, have 
marked up the rate on farm loans, following 
the advance of 1 per cent toa 6 per cent basis, 
by the Northwestern Life and other insur- 
ance companies.

They bought new machinery, live stock, 
dairy and poultry facilities, and so on, thus 
increasing the productivity of middle western 
farms.’’ 


Local Money Market. 

There was little change to be noted in the 
Chicago money market, but it seems prob- 
able that there will, be easier conditions 
in the next few weeks. The demand for 
money is not a growing, but a diminishing 
one. It hb tnevitable that with the public 
mind disturbed. ae it ie there should be 
slower trade and more restricted use for 
credit. While rates are still firm, it may 
be expected, all things considered, that the 
banks will find themselves shortly with 
higher reserves than they now have.
